Grentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  to  you  my  Report  for 
the  year  1913,  and  of  laying  before  you  the  usual  tables  of  vital 
statistics. 

The  District  covers  an  area  of  85,076  acres,  with  a 
population  of  18,203,  and  is  divided  into  a Western  Division 
and  an  Eastern  Division  by  the  River  Parrett.  The  Western 
Division  slopes  from  the  Uuantoch  Hills  to  the  Bristol  Channel 
and  the  River  Parrett,  the  character  of  the  soil  being  red  sand- 
stone and  clay  marie.  The  Eastern  Division  is  to  a great 
extent  level  country,  the  character  of  the  soil  being  clay  land 
and  marsh  land,  except  the  portion  formed  by  the  Polden  Hills 
which  is  blue  lias. 

The  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  chiefly  agricultural, 
and  there  are  no  trades  which  have  an  injurious  effect  on  the 
public  health.  The  house  accommodation  of  the  working 
classes  is  on  the  whole  good,  and  there  are  sufficient  houses  in 
most  of  the  villages  for  the  needs  of  the  population  with  a 
sufficiency  of  space  about  the  houses,  and  general  cleanliness  is 
maintained.  Supervision  is  exercised  over  the  building  of  new 
houses  which  are  erected  under  the  modern  Bye-laws  of  the 
L.G.B.  as  adopted  by  the  Council. 
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Plans  have  been  passed  during  the  year  for  8 new 
Buildings.  All  of  these  have  been  erected  in  accordance  with 
the  Bye-laws  enforced  within  the  District-

At  Bason  Bridge,  Huntspill,  the  question  of  ])roviding 
Houses  is  at  the  present  time  under  the  consideration  of  the 
Council.  Arising  out  of  a request  for  Houses  at  North  Newton 
an  inspection  of  the  village  was  made.  Subsequently  the 
matter  was  allowed  to  stand  over. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  is  from  ; — 

1.  The  Council’s  Water  Supply. 

2.  The  Bridgwater  Town  Council’s  Water  Supply. 

3.  From  Wells. 

The  Council’s  Water  is  supplied  to  the  parishes  of  North 
Petherton,  Chedzoy,  Puriton,  Bawdrip,  Pawlett,  Huntspill, 
Cossington,  Middlezoy,  Parts  of  Chilton  Polden,  Othery  and 
Westonzoyland. 
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The  schemes  passed  during  1912  for  supplying  the  Village 
of  Woolavington  and  for  extending  the  Water  Supply  in  the 
Parishes  of  Bridgwater  Without,  Chilton  Trinity,  North  Pether- 
ton,  Westonzoyland  and  Puriton  were  all  completed. 

The  Bridgwater  Town  Council’s  Water  is  supplied  to 
Bridgwater  Without,  Wembdon  and  Cannington. 

Nether  Stowey  has  its  own  water  supply  consisting  of  a 
Resevoir  on  the  Quantock  Hills  from  which  the  water  is  suppled 
to  the  Village  by  gravitation.  The  water  supply  of  the  remain- 
ing portion  is  from  private  wells  except  a small  supply  to  some 
24  houses  at  Thurloxton  on  Lord  Portman’s  Estate.  The  same 
conditions  obtain  at  Groathurst,  where  a supply  from  the  Tynte 
Estate  is  available. 

The  Council’s  Water  Supply  is  in  a very  satisfactiory  con- 
dition, and  has  proved  a valuable  undertaking  for  the  District. 
The  average  daily  amount  used  is  about  86,000  gallons.  The 
supply  varied  considerably  during  the  year,  the  lowest  quantity 
during  September  being  200,000  gallons  daily,  The  highest  in 
January  530,000  gallons  daily.  Further  works  are  being  under- 
taken at  Willoughby  in  order  to  utilize  other  springs  which  have 
been  found  on  the  estate. 

This  water  takes  its  rise  on  the  Quantock  Hills  from  deep 
springs,  and  is  distributed  by  gravitation,  it  is  of  excellent 
quality  and  free  from  any  risk  of  pollution,  being  conveyed  in 
pipes  from  its  source.  The  supply  is  constant. 

A scheme  is  now  under  consideration  for  supplying  the 
Village  of  Othery  with  this  water. 

The  amount  of  rainfall  measured  at  Chilton  Polden  during 
the  year  1913  was  30 ‘65  inches.  During  the  previous  six  years 
the  amounts  measured  were  1907,  29*61.  1908,  23.06.  1909, 

26-37.  1910,38-09.  1911,25-30.  1912,40*76. 

The  highest  temperature  recorded  was  82o  on  June  16th. 
The  lowest  24o  on  February  21st  and  December  20th.

Milk  Supply.  Many  of  the  Farms  in  this  district  are 
dairy  tarms,  cheese-making  and  butter-making  accounting  for  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  milk,  but  a large  portion  is  exported 
to  the  larger  towns.  The  milk  produced  is  of  good  quality  and 
wholesome.  The  dairies  are  as  a rule  clean,  well  lighted  and 
ventilated,  and  every  endeavour  is  made  by  the  dairyman  to  keep 
them  in  a wholesome  condition.  On  some  of  the  farms  the  Oow- 
Sheds  are  small  and  defective  and  little  attention  is  paid  to  lime- 
washing and  the  removal  of  manure.  No  action  has  been  taken 
by  the  Council  in  causing  dairy  cattle  to  be  examined  by  a 
veterinary  surgeon. 

The  number  of  persons  entered  on  the  register  is  108.  The 
number  of  Cow-Keepers  on  the  register  is  61,  but  the  register  is 
far  from  complete. 

Slaughter-Houses  are  kept  in  good  condition  and 
regularly  lime- washed.  There  are  22  licensed  Slaughter-houses 
and  13  registered.  All  of  these  have  been  inspected. 

Action  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs’  Act  is  carried 
out  by  the  Police,  During  the  year  48  samples  have  been  taken 
and  submitted  to  analysis.  All  were  found  unadulterated. 
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No  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  117,  P.H.A.,  1875. 

No  carcases  or  parts  of  carcases  has'e  been  comdeinned  for 
tuberculosis. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 
In  the  larger  villages  the  sewage  is  received  into  settling-tanks 
which  are  emptied  as  occasion  requires.  Extensions  of  sewers  are 
being  made  every  year. 

At  Chilton  Polden  a new  main  sewer  has  been  laid. 

Plans  have  been  passed  for  laying  a 9 inch  sewer  225  yards 
long  at  Bason  Bridge. 

At  North  Petherton  two  detritus  tanks  and  two  50  ft. 
percolating  filters  have  been  constructed  to  more  adequately  deal 
with  the  sewage  of  this  village.  These  are  working  well  and 
giving  every  satisfaction. 

Excrement  Disposal.  Where  villages  are  sewered  tlie 
excrement  is  disposed  of  as  above  described.  In  other  j^iaces 
earth- closets,  cess-pits  and  privie*^  are  utilised.  House  refuse  is 
disposed  of  by  the  occupier,  no  public  sdavenging  being  in  vcgue. 

Nuisances.  On  the  occurence  of  any  nuisance  a notice  is 
served  on  the  responsible  person  to  have  the  matter  abated,  as  a 
rule  this  is  at  once  attended  to.  There  are  no  nuisances  unabated. 

The  Bye-Laws  in  force  »re  Cleansing  of  Footways  and 
liemoval  of  refuse,  Prevention  of  Nuisances,  Common  Lodging- 
Houses,  Houses  let  in  Lodgings,  New  Streets  and  Buildings, 
Slaughter-houses,  Cemetries  and  offensive  Trades. 

There  are  no  Lodging-houses  or  Houses  let  in  Lodgings, 
and  only  one  offensive  Trade. 

No  Local  Grovernment  Hoard  inquiries  have  been  held 
during  the  year.

Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907. 
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The  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Public  Elementary 
Schools  is  satisfactory  and  the  Water  Supply  good.  The  School 
Teachers  report  any  cases  of  supposed  infectious  disease,  and  the 
child  is  visited  by  myself  at  home  and  a notice  sent  to  the  school 
Teacher  to  exclude  the  scholar  when  necessary.  A further 
notice  is  sent  to  tlie  Teacher  when  the  scholar  is  free  from 
infection. 

The  arrangements  for  the  medical  inspection  of  school 
children  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  following  Schools  were  closed  owing  to  Measles: — 
Somerset  Bridge,  Wembdon,  West  Huntspill,  Puriton,  Canning- 
ton,  Bawdrip  and  Aisholt. 

Factories  and  Workshops.  There  are  116  Factories 
and  Workshops  (that  is  including  all  small  businesses  such  as 
Dressmaking,  &c.,)  and  22  Bake-houses.  The  Sanitary  condition 
of  all  the  above  is  good.  Very  little  home-work  is  done,  lists 
including  the  names  of  only  10  people  having  been  sent  in 
during  the  year.  They  were  all  employed  in  the  making  of 
wearing  apparel ; the  houses  in  which  the  work  was  carried  on 
were  found  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

During  some  years  a certain  amount  of  imported  labour  is 
emplojed  for  pea-picking,  during  the  months  of  June  and  July. 
Very  little  accommodation  is  provided  for  the  pea-pickers  who 
find  shelter  in  the  barns  and  out-huil dings  of  the  farms  on  which 
they  are  employed,  and  no  sanitary  conveniences  are  provided. 

The  Infectious  Disease  (notification)  Act  is  in  force  in 
the  District,  and  in  addition  to  the  sheduled  diseases  the  Council 
have  at  various  times  added  Chicken-pox,  Measles,  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum,  Cerehro-spinal  meningitis  and  Acute  Poliomyelitis 
to  the  list. 

Infectious  Diseases.  The  number  of  notifications  re- 
ceived was  202,  Made  up  as  follows: — Measles,  140  ; Scarlet 
Fever,  47  ; Erysipelas,  4;  Diptheria,  6;  Puerperal  Fever,  2; 
Chicken  Pox,  2;  Enteric  Fever,  1.  The  deaths  amongst  the 
above  were  Scarlet  Fever,  1 ; Measles,  1 ; Puerperal  Fever,  1. 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  year  Measles  was  very  prevalent 
and  cases  continued  to  be  reported  until  the  beginning  of  April. 
During  the  first  week  in  September,  Scarlet  Fever  began  in 
Nortli  Newton,  and  in  November  cases  made  their  appearance  in 
North  Petherton.  The  total  number  of  cases  in  the  two 
villages  being  39.  North  Newton  contributing  28  and  North 
Petherton  11.  These  cases  appeared  to  he  due  to  personal  contact 
or  the  presence  of  undetected  cases. 

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  available  for  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease — so  all  the  above  cases  had  to  be  treated  at 
home,  and  in  several  houses  other  members  of  the  family 
developed  the  disease  several  days  after  the  first  case. 

Tuberculosis.  25  cases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
of  these  22  were  Pulmonary,  and  3 other  forms.  The  supervision 
of  these  cases  is  in  the  liaiids  of  tlie  Ihiberculosis  Officer  appointed 
by  the  County  Council  and  tliey  are  also  regularly  visited  by  the 
health  visitor.  In  case  of  deatli  or  removal  of  a case  the  rooms 
and  blankets  are  thoroughly  sprayed  with  a 1 in  50  solution  of 
Izal. 

The  Council  have  made  arrangements  bj^  which 
Antidiphtheritic  Serum  is  supplied  free  of  cost  to  the  poorer  in- 
habitants, and  all  the  mediojl  men  in  the  district  are  supplied 
with  order  forms  for  this  purpose. 

With  regard  to  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  has  been  instructed  to  engage  the  services  of  a 
trained  Nurse  to  attend  to  any  cases  of  this  disease  should  he 
consider  such  services  are  necessary. 

There  is  no  steam  disinfector  in  the  district  so  disinfection 
is  limited  to  fumigation  and  spraying.  Some  means  of  dealing 
more  effectively  with  clothing  and  bedding  is  urgently  needed. 

From  the  7 chief  Epidemic  diseeses  5 deaths  were  registered 
as  against  5 in  1912,  representing  a death  rate  of  *27  per 
thousand  of  the  population. 
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Eegarding  the  vital  statistics,  222  deaths  occurred,  as 
against  2’65  in  1912  representing  an  annual  mortality  rate  of 
12-19  as  against  12*91  the  previous  year.  Of  these  222  deaths 
97  occurred  in  people  aged  65  years  and  upwards,  and  29  were  in 
children  under  one  year  of  age. 

In  the  Western  Division  94  deaths  occurred.  In  the 
Eastern  Division  102  and  26  in  institutions  outside  the 
district. 

Of  the  several  causes  of  death,  14  resulted  from  Phthisis ; 
30  from  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis;  11  from  Injuries;  23  from 
Heart  Disease  ; 1 4 from  Cancer  and  1 Suicide. 

The  Infant  Mortality  was  73*60  per  thousand  births. 

The  crude  birth  rate  during  the  year  was  21.64 

When  corrected  for  age  and  sex  distribution  26.70 

The  net  death  rate  during  the  year  was  12.19 

When  corrected  for  age  and  sex  distribution  10.24 

The  Bridgwater  Rural  District  is  divided  into  4 
Registration  Districts,  viz  : — The  North  Petherton  District ; 
The  Middlezoy  District;  The  Huntspill  District;  and  the 
Bridgwater  (Without)  and  Canningtoii  District. 

Below  are  given  particulars  of  the  population,  birth  rate 
and  death  rate  of  each  of  these  Districts,  together  with  tlie 
number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring,  and  the  villages 
in  which  they  occurred.
